The  fact  is  tliat  th«re  have  been 
cases  in  which  there  has  been  a  dcho- 
ite  differeAea  of  opfarfon  between  ike 
Mcdirai  Referee  of  the  Compensation 
Board  and  other  medical  men.  la 
otner  worn*  men  aaf e  uccn  pru* 
nounced  cured  by  the  Medical 
Referee,  and,  therefore,  no  longer  ar|^ 
amenable  to  the  benefits  of  the  Boar4 
who  have  been  proooaaced  not  curctf 
by  other  medical  men.  At  present 
the  Medical  Referee's  finding  is  final. 
The  attitade  of  Labor  is  one  tha^ 
should  receive  sympathetic  consider- 
ation from  the  Legislature,  for,  at 
present,  too  mnchipower  ia  invested 
in  an  individual  in  the  matter  of  de- 
ciding when  medical  benefits  should 
end.

There  are  cor 
tain  forms  of  eniptoyraent  which 
might  w.ell  be  relieved  from  the 
Workmen's  Compensation  tax  to 
which  they  are  subjected.  The  point 
for  the  moment,  however.'  is  that  the 
benefits  of  the  .\ct  should  be  mi  a 
larger  pcrcentsge  basis  than  at  pres- 
ent. The  reserve  fund  of  the  Board

The  obligations  of  Great  Britain 
to  the  United  States  were  in- 
curred on  behalf  of  the  menaced 
nations  of  Euro|>c  but  that  fact  docs 
not  affect  the  fhdifference  of  the 
saved  nations  of  Europe  to  the  posi- 
tion of  Great  Britain  and  the  burdens 
'of  the  Britiah  taj^yer.  Britain  has 
voluntarily  redwced  the  indebtedness 
of  the  saved  nations  of  Kurope  to  a 
mere  fraction  of  their  original  propor- 
tions, but  that  seif-denyif>g  action  did 
not  appreciably  hasten  the  dcairc  of 
the  <lrhtor  nations  to  settle  up  and  re- 
esablish  their  cretlit.  The  nations  have 
repeatedly  declared  their  intention  of 
paying,  btit  tkcy  havc  not  yet  began 
to  pay. 

The  political  affairs  of  France  ap- 
pear to  be  qniCc  at  unsettled  as  the 
financial  affairs  of  that  faiteresting 
country  The  representatives  in  the 
French  Legislative  Chamber  think  as 
little  about  changing  a  Govarnmaat 
as  they  do  of  changing  their  garments. 
French  Premiers,  to  their  credit,  be  it 
noted.  4a  not  appear  very  aiudous  to 
retain  power  In  that  fespect  the 
French  Premiers  are  somewhat  differ- 
ent from  the  Premier  of  another 
country  that  need  not  be  nirntioned. 
Governments  in  France  hava  been 
oueted  and  installed  with  monolonoas 
rrgulariiv  during  the  pa-^t  month  or 
two.  This  habit  of  the*  French  entails 
some  hardship  upon  the  working 
journalists  of  the  world,  for  c  verv  .  on 
acientions  newspaper  man  considers  it 
hit  duty  to  fix  the  names  of  the  mem- 
bers of  A  govtrnmant  in  bis  mind.

or  collecta  objects  of  art  per  ae. 

In  the  latest  exhibition  which  haa 
been  arranged  in  the  Crystal  Garden 
Art  Gallery  Is  a  vary  ftna  eollaetlon 
of  old  Viklns  allvar.  laot  by  Colonel 
AppMofi.  araons  whlen  will  bo  found 
several  articles  which  show  tha  asso- 
clatloa  of  the  early  Christian  mls- 
sionarleH  with  the  country. 

There  Is  a  belt  buckle  showing  the 
virgin  and  Clnld  Thia.  it  ia  stated, 
was  probably  maiic  by  the  Irish 
monks  who  went  to  Iceland  about 
950  A.D..  with  the  Idea  of  raising 
funds  to  build  the  monastery,  the 
ruins  ot  which  still  ealat  oa  an  laland 
near  Ilalhiavtk.

In  the  national  collection  at  Stock- 
holm there  Is  a  belt  very  slaallar  to 
one  which  Colonel  Applaton  has  lent 
to  the  salloiT  bora.
